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MEMORANDUM. 



1. The Return for which Mr. Clancy moved in February last (No. 93 of 1893), relating 
to the Finaucial Relations of England, Scotland, and Ireland, in the years 1889-90, 
1890-91, anti 1891-92, was presented to the House of Commons before the error in the 
computation of Ireland’s contribution to the Excise Duties on spirits, as explained in the 
Return presented on the 9th June 1893 (No. 248 of 1893), was discovered. Part I. of 
the present Return makes the necessary corrections in the contributions of Revenue as 
contributed by the three kingdoms, for the year 1891-92. As after a year or so the very 
numerous documents on which the computations were based in Mr. Clancy’s Return are 
de>troyed, it has been impossible to check the figures of the removals of duty-paid spirits 
from one part of the United Kingdom to other parts for the years prior to 1891-92. 
Accordingly, the corresponding corrections cannot be made in the Revenue figures for 
the other two years to which Mr. Clancy’s Return related (viz., 1889-90 and 1890-91). 

2. The expenditure figures for 1891-92 in that Return were based on Exchequer Issues, 
inasmuch as the tables were prepared before the actual expenditure for the year had 
been fully ascertained. The actual expenditure, as shown by the Appropriation 
Accounts, being now known, the division of the expenditure between the three 
kingdoms, as given in Part II. of this Return, is based on the more exact figures thus 
available. 

3. Part 111. shows the balances of Revenue contributed by England, Scotland, and 
Ireland, respectively, which were available in 1891-92 for Imperial expenditure after the 
local expenditure of the three countries had been met, according to the figures given in 
Parts I. and II. ; and the figures in Part III. should betaken in substitution for the figures 
in 1891-92 given in a Return for which Sir J. Gorst moved in April (No. 163 of 1893).
